Survey Shows Mayors Like Idea 


Rep. Latham Boone III of 
Navasota has released the 
results of a survey of Texas 
m ayors 
taken 
during 
October revealing that, of 
the 
mayors 
surveyed. 
59 
percent endorse a state 
utility commission with a 
local-option mechanism. The 
survey was conducted by the 
Legislative ad hoc Group on 
Utility Regulation. 
“The 141 mayors surveyed 
represent about 14 percent of 
T exas’ 1,000 cities,” Rep. 
Boone explained. “ In con­ 
ducting 
this 
su rvey 
to 
determine the attitudes of 
Texas 
mayors 
on 
utility 
regulation, the staff made a 
random selection of Texas 
mayors. 
The 
staff called 
m ayors of towns ranging in 
size from Putnam, with a 
population of 134, to Wichita 
F alls 
which 
has 
97,564 
people.” 
During 1974, the 141 cities 
polled faced 244 utility rate 
requests, almost two 
per 
year. 
In those 244 cases, only 23 
percent of the cities made an 
attempt 
to determine 
in­ 
dependently rate base, rate 
of return, investment and 
revenue. Fifty-two percent 
of cases were decided when 
the 
city 
accep ted 
the 
recom m endation 
of 
the 


utility company and allowed 
the full amount requested. 
The governing body of 47 
percent 
of 
the 
cities 
bargained with the utility 
company for a lower rate 
and seven percent of the 
cities allowed another city to 
d ecide 
the 
utility 
rate 
request. 
The outcome of the rate 
cases was satisfactory to 58 
percent but dissatisfied 33 
percent of the mayors. 
“The mayors polled in­ 
dicated overwhelmingly that 
utility 
regulatory 
law s 


Boone 
said. 
“ W hile 
26 
percent had no opinion as to 
w hether those regulatory 
laws should be changed, 55 
percent favored changes 
that would clarify how rate 
cases would be conducted 
and 18 percent opposed such 


revision. 
While state law and many 
city charters allow cities to 
set standards for quality of 
service, safety and customer 
relations, 88 percent of the 
mayors questioned said their 
cities had no such laws or 
ordinances.

Are blacks more culturally 
privileged 
than 
other 
minority 
groups in 
the 
United States?

Cardenas, 
executive director of “ Villa 
A legre," 
a 
bilingual 
children’s television series 
seen on 233 stations across 
the country. 
The Department of Health, 
Education 
and 
Welfare 
financed 65 episodes of the 
show with a grant of $3.5 
million. 
Now 
HEW 
Secretary 
Caspar 
Wein­ 
berger has canceled renewal 
of 
the 
grant, 
enraging 
Cardenas. 
‘‘After proving itself all 
over the country with 
12 
million viewers, Weinberger 
told me personally, ‘We’ve 
given you people enough 
already, " Cardenas said 
"What did he mean by ‘you 
people’? 
“ I t s 
ridiculous. 
The 
government has pumped $35 
million into ‘Sesame Street’ 
for the blacks. 
And 
un­ 
counted millions more into 
projects like Head Start and 
others for the blacks, but 
nothing 
for 
Hispanics or 
whatever you want to call us. 
“ There are 22 million 
blacks in this country. And 
there 
are 
15 
million 
Hispanics 
representing 
Americans 
of 
M exican, 
Puerto Rican, Cuban and 
other 
Latin 
American 
backgrounds. 
“Yet we do not get a 
fraction of the loans that the 
blacks do 
“Weinberger threw me out 


of his office in Washington 
when I told him the dif­ 
ference was that Hispanics 
are more law abiding. We 
don’t threaten the establish­ 
ment with violence. 
“ I told him I was like a 
man in the center of the 
stage between two warring 
groups, begging both sides to 
refrain from violence. I also 
said unless the government 
looked on us differently we 
might have no choice but to 
join the others.” 
Cardenas, born 
in 
this 
country of Mexican parents 
and a graduate of Stanford, 
made it clear he meant 
Chicanos or Hispanics, too, 
could present a threatening 
posture. 
‘‘I’m not in the Chicano 
bag or any other,” said 
Cardenas, a man in his 50s. 
‘‘But I subscribe to E m er­ 
son’s 
philosophy 
that

hemisphere have a common 
strain 
Combined with the 
Indians a hybrid species was 
created. 
“ Hispanicity is the result. 
I hat is the culture we em ­ 
phasize on ‘Villa Alegre.’ It 
promotes

‘‘The melting pot theory is 
a farce. It has never worked. 
There is no homogeneity in 
this culture. There never has 
been. 
“We must celebrate our 
cultural diversity and let the 
races compete without the

promising our opportunities. 
The problem is our culture 
has no social commentators 
like Strindberg, Dos Passos

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Hey there, young song­ 
writers, wherever you are. 
Here’s a challenge for you. 
The Bambino Music Co., of 
which I have the honor to be 
president 
and 
sole 
proprietor, is conducting a 
contest guaranteed to tax 
your skill and ingenuity to 
the utmost. 
Its purpose is to determine 
whether it is possible for any 
composer under 30 to write a 
song without using the word 
“ baby” in the lyrics. 
In launching a new music 
company, it is important to 
get off to a socko start. So 
my 
com pany 
rented 
a 
computer to help us decide 
what type of song would 
make the biggest splash. 
Two of its findings were 
especially significant: 
1. Most of the big song hits 
of the past IO years were 
written by composers in the 
20-30 age bracket. 
2. All of the big song hits of 


the past IO years had the 
word "baby" in the lyrics. 
Many of the big song hits, 
in fact, had nothing but the 
word "baby" in the lyrics. 
Any song in which the 
word “baby” is repeated 133 
times is dead certain to 
make the charts. 
And when you consider 
that the word is pronounced 
with four syllables, as in 
“bay-ehbee-e,” you actually 
are hearing it 266 times. 
Why, you ask. is Bambino 
bucking this trend in our 
contest? 
Well, my board of direc­ 
tors. musical advisers and I 
decided the country is ready 
for a big novelty* hit. And 
what could be more novel 
than a song without the word 
“ baby” in the lyrics? 
We realize we’re running a 
risk. It could be the country 
isn t ready for a song that 
novel. 
Riskier 
yet 
is 
the 
possibility that we have 
made the contest too tough. 


Originally,

commissioning a babyless 
song. But none of the com­ 
posers we contacted could do 
it. 
“ It’s a mental block, I 
guess,” one frustrated song­ 
writer told me. “ I’ve got a 
couple of great tunes here, 
but there’s no way I can 
come up with words to fit 
them unless I throw in a 
baby or two.” 
I suggested he try sub­

“ sw eetie,’’
